SECTION 1. Appropriation. That there is hereby appropriated
out of the funds of the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the
sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, to indemnify Edmund Cassel
in full for the damages sustained by him on account of the injuries
received as aforesaid.

SEC. 2. Expenditure. That said Edmund Cassel being a minor,
the said appropriation shall be paid to his legally appointed and duly
qualified guardian, in trust for said Edmund Cassel, to be held by said
guardian for the payment of expenses of the said Edmund Cassel while
in attendance at Iowa State College at Ames, lowa, during a two
years’ course of study, the same to commence not later than Septem-
ber, 1917; any balance remaining at the end of the said two years to
be paid to the said Edmund Cassel, unless otherwise ordered by the
court.
